up of the Circular which has just been sent to
our Ambassadors residing in foreign parts, by
Monsieur do Lavalette, Minister of Foreign
Affairs ad inUritn, until the arrival of Mons.
de Mousticr, detained at Constantinople by the
unsettled slate ol affairs caused by the Insurrec-
tion In Candin.

'Everything for the neat."
The circular of the temporary Minister of

Foreign Affairs, though a long time comiDg, is
perfectly in accordance with the bett hope
which this long-deferr- document has raised
in the minds of all intelligent persons in Europe,
nnd the actual confirmation of such anticipa-
tions is in itself highly satisfactory. Monsieur
de Lavalitte's circular is an acknowledgment of
the principle "that everything is for the best,"
The Emperor laid long annuuueed that the
empire was peace, and, his policy fairly con-
sidered, has always been consistent with his pro-
fessions. His Majesty, through the mouth, or
rather the pen, of his temporary Minister of
Foreign Affairs, tells us that the aggrandizement
of Prussia need not be any source of anxiety to
France, as the questions of one country ought
not to depend uj on the sluvery of another or
ethers. The Emperor of the French knows full
well that any attempt to cross the Rhine on the
part of France would be sure to raise againBt
him the German nation, with all its princes at
its head, as compact as franco herself could be.
The Emperor hit, much to the regret of many,
wisely submitted to the law of necessity; and
there is every reason to agree with the expe-
diency of his adhering to a neutral policy,
and to the tender of his good offices as a me-
diator.

but to put a good countenance upon
a losing game, and to make the best of a most
untoward turn that the situation of Europe
could in so short a lapse of time have taken.
There is one sentence in the circular of Mons.
de Lavalette, touching upon the papal question,
which admits, perhaps, of ambiguous interpre-
tation, but is peifectly compatible with simpli-
city and straightforwardness. "France," writes
the Minister ad interim, "has rejoiced in the
liberation ot Italy, but is apprehensive ot the
safety of the Pope.

An address, numerously
feigned by the Russian party at Warsaw, is about
to be sent to the Emperor, begging him to annex
definitely Poland to the Russian empire. This
btep naturally plunges the Poles in a state ot
stupefaction mingled with rage. The Christian
subjects of the Porte are now taking a most
alarming attitude against the Sultan, and the
secret assistance sent them by the Czar makes
it to be feared that their general rising Is to be
looked for.
The. Treaty Bctueeu Austria and Italy.

Negotiations continue between Austria and
the Italian kingdom for the conclusion of peace.
The Convention of the 24th of August, which
regulates the cession of Veuetia to France,
stipulates that the debts which shall be
lecognized as attaching to any ceded territories,
conformably to the precedent of the treaty of
Zurich, will remain at the charge of the new
sovereign. A difference has arisen in the inter
pretation of this clause, but this difficulty will be
soon got over, and is awaiting the resuirs of the
communications' exchanged between the two
Governments on this subject. The plenipoten-
tiaries are occupied with other questions, which
are to be settled by the treaty of peace. On his
side, the French Commissioner in Venetia Is
preparing, in concert with the competent aut hori-tje- s,

the measures necessary for taking posses-
sion and handing over the fortresses and ter-
ritories.

Dreadfully ennuye, they have been wan
denng about the dull and monotonous streets
of the German Athens, gaping at the long line
of captured guns the spolia opima of the cam-

paign which aro placed on either side
of the Unkr dm Linden, and stopping from
time to time to take a listless interest in the
ugly black-and-whi- te Primoian flag, and the
preparations for the illuminations. For win
dos In the Linden enormous prices are asked
and given.

Damage hy Storms.
The Indian mail via Marseilles biings us sad
